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JOHN LAW FINANCIERING. 


The leading characteristic of the school 
of politicians to which Van Buren and 
the late Daniel Manning belonged never 
was excessive sincerity or extreme can- 
dor. And whatever may be said to Mr. 
Cleveland’s credit, it cannot be asserted 
that he tells all he thinks in politics. 

In all his utterances, far more import- 
ance attaches to what he does not say 
than to what he does. 

Now, when he is advocating a single 
gold standard, what he says is important 
enough to attract national attention, but 
what he leaves unsaid is far more se- 
rious in its significance. 

In saying that he is an advocate of 
the gold standard, Mr. Cleveland leaves 
unstated the all-important fact that he la 
also an advocate of a corporation paper 
standard. 

He believes in the gold standard only 
because he believes in the private paper 
standard. He preaches the gold dollar 
only because he is a believer in the cor- 
poration paper dollar. 

When Mr. Cleveland says that the sil- 

ver dollar he condemns as dangerous is 
worth only fifty cents, he does not say 
that the corporation paper dollar,he 
wishes to substitute for it is worth a 
hundred cents less than nothing at all, 
because it is a hundred cents of debt; 
because it increases the floating debt of 
the community and is an obligation 
Against cash—always liable to come due 
at the wrong time—at a time when cash 
ig scarcest and “confidence” shakiest. 

Mr. Cleveland’s dollar is a panic pre- 
ducer just as his policy has been a panic 
producer. Instead of being an advocate 
of an honest dollar of cash worth a 
hundred cents plus, he is an advocate of 
@ paper dollar which represents a hun- 
dred cents minus. If his policy is to pre- 
vail we will be governed by the pluto- 
crate, who contribute his campaign 
funds, and we will go from one panic to 

er. 

Unless we have sound money we can 
never have a sound business, and the 
only sound money is cash—the money vf 
the people’s mints. Every dollar that 
circulates as a debt against cash helps 
to produce panic. 

Mr. Cleveland believes in the same 
theory of finance which immortalized 
John Law. He does not know it, for 
he takes his views ready-made and at 
second-hand from his associates—such 
@ssociates as Mr. Benedict, the million- 
aire stock broker, and Mr. Whitney of 
the Standard Oil Co. But whether 
knows it or not, he is one of the 


dangerous inflationists in the public lite 


of the country. Neither he nor any other 
man can ever make a paper dollar of 
Gebt—a hundred cents minus—serve the 

of a dollar of cash, a hundred 
cents plus. It is impossible to do it and 
it is ruinous to attempt it. 
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WAGNER AND THE OLD GOTHIC TALES 


° Whenever Wagner's productions are 
put upon the stage in America, England 
or Germany, the result shows that they 
ere increasing rather than diminishing 
in popularity. It is not strange that it 
should be so. It is clear that Wagner's

The approach of the retrial of the 
Duestrow murder case calls renewed at- 
tention to the travesty on justice pre- 
sented by the use of paid expert testi- 
mony.in criminal cases. a 

The core of this abuse is found in the 
question as to whether or not the State 
will have the means to present to the 
jury a force of experts equal to that 
marshalled for the defendant by his at- 
torneys through the ample means placed 
at their disposal. No expert testimony 
can be obtained without pay, and it is 
therefore the longest purse that com- 
mands the greatest array of experts and 
tips the scales of justice with weighty 
opinions at so much per opinion. 

What case is there so clear that emi- 
nent experts cannot be obtained to testify 
on both sides if sufficient fees are offered? 
What would a ry think of the paid 
testimony of non-professional witnesses? 
Yet the bulk of the professional testi- 
mony which they are asked to consider 
for or against an accused person is de- 
termined wholly by the amount available 
for fees. 

The spectacle of an array of learned 
doctors testifying for pay on one side to 
one thing, and another array of learned 
doctors testifying for pay on the other 
side to a directly opposite thing, is a 
legal and medical disgrace. ' 

The only condition upon which expert 
testimony should be admissible in a 
criminal court is when the State obtains 
the impartial opinions of experts, no 
matter to what side they may lean, by the 
payment of the regular fees for such 
service. Under any other circumstances 
such testimony is a scandal and a bul- 
wark against justice for criminals with 


long purses. 
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MOLONEY’S OPPORTUNITY. 


Atty.-Gen. Moloney has performed

List of Officers and Copy of the Consti- 
tution of the Society That Is 
Fighting Ritualism. 


Rev. Dr. Holland’s attack on the Protes- 
tant Episcopal Church Association, pub- 
lished in Friday’s Post-Dispatch, stirred 
the city parishes to the bottom, and pro- 
voked the society’s officers to make reply. 
Last evening Mr. Western Bascom, one 
of the Vice-Presidents, and Mr. W. P. Nel- 
son, Secretary, gave out the following 
joint production:

One of the objects of the latter is 
‘the reservation of the holy eucharist’ which 
is in opposition to one of the thirty-nine 
articles of our prayer k These and 
other secret societies are supposed to be un- 
der the fostering care of the English Church 
Union, 

“This ‘union bas a branch working in 
this country, as have the two other socie- 
ties mentioned. The President of the 1 
lish Church Union. Lord Halifax, openly ad- 
vocated, at the last annaul meeting, corpor- 
ate union with the Roman Catholic Church 
accepting all its dogmas, includ Pa 
infalliibility and submission to the pe of 
Rome. The English Church Union was 
founded in 1859 and is pledged to work for

WALLER AT MARSBILLES.

The American Charged With Being 
Spy for the Hovas. 


MARSEILLES, April 20.—The steamship 


has arrived here, having on board Mr. 
John J. Waller, formerly United States 
Consul at Tamatave, who was recently 


tried by court-martial and sentenced to 
twenty years imprisonment on the charge 
of having been a spy in the interest of 
the Hovas. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 20.—The 
Washington friends of Mr. Waller are 
bringing all the influence possible to bear 
in his case upon thé State Department. 
Among the other prominent men who have 
displayed an interest in the case is Sena- 
tor Voorhees, who has had one or two 
interviews with Secretary Gresham and 
has presented to him in a — light the 
importance as well as the propriety of the 
United States investigating the question 
of Waller’s treatment. After seeing the 
Secretary, Senator Voorhees said he had 
found Mr. Gresham quite as much interest- 
ed in the care as he was and disposed to 
have it probed to the bottom. 

There can be no doubt that the Waller in- 
cident will prove to be one of the most diffi- 
cult the administration has had to contend 
with in its treatment of foreign affairs, and 
that this fact is fully realised here. The 
principles involved are of the utmost im- 

ortance, and should the statements of 
Waller's friends be well founded, the Gov- 
ernment of the United States, under no cir- 
cumstances, can admit the correctness of 
the action of the French officials without 
thereby admitting its indisposition or in- 
ability to protect our citizens in foreign 
countries from oppression and ill-treat- 
ment. 

The information reaching Washington 

ves the details of the charge under which 

aller was convicted asa spy. The French 
soldiers had determined to make a descent 
on one of the large Hovas towns. It was to 
be a night attack, and was intended to be 
a decisive stroke. The arrangements for 
the move were guarded with the utmost se- 
crecy. In some way, however, Waller 
learned of the French movement, and is 
said to have conveyed full information to 
the Hovas. The latter quickly armed the 
threatened town so that when the French 
soldiers appeared they were met by an et- 
fective resistance. Instead of taking the 
lace by surprise, they found everyone alert 
or the attack. The alleged treachery was 
closely investigated, and, it is claimed, 
traced to Waller.

SANTIAGO, Cuba, April 20.—The arrival 
of Field Marshal Campos in Cuba has ar- 
oused the Spanish soldiers to unwonted 
activity. A short engagement was fought 
Thursday at Dos Camthos, fifteen miles 
from here. A force of 200 insurgent cavalry 
attacked a small fort garrisoned by Spanish 
soldiers under a sergeant, but could not

Periquito Perez's band had a brisk skirmish 
lately with a battalion of Simanca’s reg- 
iment at Palmarito, near Guantanamo. 
The Spanish command of Col. Bosch re- 
ports having captured ten prisoners.

Frank Agramon- 
te, Juan Lamonta.and fourteen others of 
Gen. Maceo’s revolutionist followers are 
confined.

The prisoners were much disappointed 
because they were not met on the landing 
by the armed force promised by Gen. 

aceo. They were chased by Spanish 
troops from Baracoa, and faced a strong 
detachment of soldiers from Guantanamo, 
in addition to Indian scouts employed by 
the Spaniards. They had no food on the 
march save sour oranges. When captured 
they were too weak to walk a hundred 
yards. They surrendered voluntarily. 
Gen. Crombet was in command of the ex- 

dition until after the landing, when Gen. 

aceo assumed direction. Gen. Crombet 
was shot by an Indian boy 15 years old. 
He fired his last cartridge at the boy’s 
father, and was standing behind a tree 
when killed. There was jealousy between 
Maceo and Crombet. The prisoners were 
taken from the battlefield to Jamaica, a 
small station on the railroad four miles 

from Guantanamo, and thence to the

Since the Seeley steal 
the bank has been through a reorganiza- 
tion, and to this is due the discovery of 
Aymar’s crooked work. Seeley was many 
years with the bank, so was Aymar. 

Seeley was outwardly a sanctimonious, 
home-loving man, without any vices, 80 
was Aymar. Both were book-keepers, the 
only ones in the bank. Thé — 
both cover a period of several years. th 
have families and lived in rooklyn on 
the same street and only a few houses 
apart. Both were bonded by the same 
guarantee company. About the only aiffer- 
ence between the two cases is in the 
amount taken and the method of taking it. 

Aymar was found in Brooklyn to-night, 
arrested and brought over to police head- 
quarters in this city. The bank officials 
do not think there-was any connection be- 
tween the Aymar and Seeley defalcations.

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 20.—Secre- 
tary Morton, in an interview to-day on the 
silver question, said: 1 do not believe 
that an international congress can estab- 
lish permanently a commercial ratio be- 


tween gold and silver any more than it 
can establish a permanent commercial 
ratio between rye and wheat. But if an 
international conference can fix the price 
of gold or silver it can also fix the price 
of wheat or of any other commodity, and 
thereby avoid all the possible shrinkages 
in values which tend to cause panics. 

“My own judgment that we must 
sooner or later declare that the United 
States of America recognizes gold as the 
best and least fluctuating measure of value 
and medium of exchange which the com- 
merce of civilization has thus far util- 


ized. 
At is barely ssible the financial falla- 
cles of the Populist may temporarily secure 
a majority of the voters of the United 
States. Should such a catastrophe overtake 
the country, the people must learn by ex- 
perience what they should have learned 
by diligent study and reason.

LONDON, Apfil 20.—Private advices from 
inner <cifclés of the Vaticatr declare that 
the Pope pursues the scheme for the con- 
version of England with almost mono- 
maniac jpersistency. Cerdinal Vaughan, 
knowing the absolute fatuity of such 
efforts, endeavored to wean the Pope from 
further attempts, which only weaken the 
position of the Catholic Church in Eng- 
land. The Pope was intensely disappointed 


at this counsel, and in Catholic circles here 
it is said that the Cardinal left Rome 
entirely out of favor at the Vatican, where 
eretofore he was rsona ratissima. 

hough the Pope’s intellect continues mar- 
velously clear for his advanced age, his 
long seclusion in the Vatican has placed 
him out of touch with practical affairs 
and develo a tendency to nourish chi- 
meras, such as the conversion of England, 
which undoubtedly caused great anxiety 
to his advisers. His physical feebleness 
almost —— incre , and grave. doubts 
are entertained by his entourage whether 
he can survive the exhausting heats of a 
Roman summer. His encyclical letter to 
the English people to-day has.made no 
sensation.

There Will Be Hot Bimes in the Sena- 
torial.

LOUISVILLE, Ky., April 20.—In an inter- 
view given below, published in to-day's 
Courier-Journal, Senator Blackburn in un- 
mistakable terms outlined his position on 
the silver question, and boldly throws 
down the gauntlet to his opponents for sim- 
ilar candor on the same subject. With his 
usual aggressiveness, the Senator almost 
dares his opponents to meet him on the is- 


sue here present, and it may be assumed 
oe challenge will be promptly ab- 
ce ; g 

Though Senator Blackburn has persist- 
ently and repeatedly been solicited for an 
exact expression through the newspapers 
of his views on silver, he has heretofore 
declined to be interviewed, and the state- 
ment igiven to-day is the first and only in- 
terview to Which he has given authority. 
Senator Blackburn has written with his 
own hand the statement of the position 
on which he expects to stand or fall tn the 
Senatorial race. His challenge to his 
opponents is that they express their views 
as candidly as he does his, that their posi- 
tion’ may ome as widely known as his 
own, and that the people may decide be- 
tween them. 

Senator Blackburn arrived in the city 
Thursday, and is stopping at the Willard 
Hotel. in response to the reiterated in- 
— concerning his present position on 

e coinage question, he prepared the fol- 
lowing statment as an authoritative ex- 
pression of his views and answers to the 
criticisms that have been based on. erron- 
—— or misleading reports of alleged inter- 

ews: 


BLACKBURN’S PLATFORM. 

If I have heretofore shown any indispost- 
tion to be interviewed by you gentlemen 
who represent the daily papers of this c.ty, 
it has not been because of my purpose 0 
conceal from the people my views upon any 
public question, but because I was anxious 
to avoid, if possible, a perversion and dis- 
tortion to which my utterances have gener- 
oe 42 ig course, unintentional) been sub- 
ec 


I never had, have not now, and never in- 
tend to have any secrets in politics. I never 
did and never will ask the support of the 
people without giving them the fullest in- 
formation as to my position and senti- 
ments, am at a ioss to understand 
how any one, especially in Kentucky, can 
remain in ignorance as to my sentiments 
upon the silver question if they feel enouglf 
interest in the matter to desire information. 
For the last twenty years, in Congress 
and on the stump, anywhere and every- 
where, I have earnestly and 2 
insisted upon the restoration of the silver 
metal to that place in the money sys- 
tem of the country which it had always 
held prior to the passage of that disas- 
trous act of demonetization passed in 1873. 
If there is one man in public life in all the 
country whose views upon this subject 
were entitled to be known of all men by 
reason of his acts and utterances I had 
reason to believe I was that man. Upon 
this subject I have never held an opinion 
nor made an utterance that I have in the 
slightest degree altered or modified in all 
these years. Yet if there is still any un- 
informed who desire to know those views 
I will reiterate them in the shortest space 
possible by saying that I am in favor of 
open the mints of this country to ‘the 
unlimited coinage of the silver metal on an 
equality with gold. I am opposed to gold 
monometallism, and just as much opposed 
to silver monometallism; without reserva- 
tion or evasion, I am a bimetallist. I * 
and mean to continue to insist upon the 
use of both metals on terms as the redemp- 
tion money of this country. I would be 
glad to see this result brought about by 
the action of an international conference, 

rovided that it could be done without de- 
ay. I am opposed to this Government 
waiting for any such conference to act. 
Our experience with such agencies has 
not been such as to give us either con- 
fidence or hope of the attainment of this 
purpose. Upon the contrary, our partici- 
pations in such conferences’ have in their 
very barrenness become farcical and ridicu- 
lous. 
In 1792 this country, with only 4,000,000 
people, was bold enough to prove itself able 
to discard the monetary system of Great 
Britain and establish one of its own, which 
for nearly a hundred years met every de- 
mand and stood every strain that the 
growth and development the country 
put upon it. I believe that the destruction 

(entailed upon us by this demonetiza- 
tion policy) of one-half our redemption 
money has contributed more than any 
cause to the shrinkage of all values, the 
depreciation of all property, the stagnation 
of trade, the paralysis of industry—the 
financial troubles in which we now find our- 


selves. 
FAITH IN SILVER. 

While it may be true that the restoration 
of silver to its place of unrestricted coinage 
and unlimited legal tender function may not 
prove a panacea for the ills that we suffer 
from, I am convinved that it will do more 
and go further in that direction than any 
one piece of legislation. that has been sug- 
gested. I have an abiding faith in the ca- 
pacity of.this metal to work out and main- 
tain its permanent parity with gold, pro- 
vided the oppressive hand of the law is re- 
moved and the mints of the country thrown 
open to its coinage. I believe and always did 
believe that the act of 1873 was an uncon- 
stitutional measure. I believe that the act 
of 1873 would have been so held by the 
Supreme Court of the United States had 
not a partisan spirit dominated the action 
of that tribunal. This conviction I have 
stated in debate upon the floor of the Senate 
is broadly as I put it here. 

I agree with lel Webster who in his 
day and even this day, was, and is still held 
to be, something of a constitutional lawyer, 
He declared that the Constitution of the 
United States made gold and silver the re- 
demption money of this country, and that 
neither Congress nor any State had any 
rightful power to substitute any other, nor 
to destroy either the one or 


that it had the same power to demonetize 
gold. It had seen fit to exercise this as- 
sumed power as to one of these metals. Had 
it exercised the same power over the other,

FOR CHILDREN. 


‘Mrs. E. J. Saunier Describes a 
Worthy Work.

The idea of the Amelia Home originated 
with its present matron, Mrs. A. R. Olmstead, 
then matron in the Leighton Cottage at 
Webster Groves, and for the expression of 
its intent and purposes no word could be 
more fitting than her own. 

“In my capacity as nursery matron of 
the Orphan Home, which covered a period 
of over two years, I had often noticed while 
the management was conducted by humane 
and Christian ladies, prompted by the 
highest motives, that the many little. re- 
straints and discipline exacted of our little 
charges did not always tend to make them 
prosper, more es ally with the weaker 
ones. My idea then as now was a home 
for the offspring of working people, the 
orphan or half orphan, the children of 
people who found it impossible or inconven- 
ient to provide a permanent home for their 
little ones. A home, guided by love; not 
the rod, and where the children could feel 
and enjoy the refinin uences of a 
mother’s sympathy and as enters into 
the lives of children more fortunate.’’

PURELY SCIENTIFIC FARMING. 


Mr. Kjelgaard Initiates His East Side 
Pupils Into Its Beauties and 
Its Difficulties, 


coe 


Just what sort of farmer the East 
Sider will make it is hard to tell, says the 


New York Press. Mr. Kjelgaard, who is 
the superintendent of the Association for 
the Improvement of the Condition of the 
Poor's potato patch for the poor, and an 
active scientific farmer, expects to find out 
before the summer is over. He has already 
learned a good deal, although planting has 
just begun. About 100 men are waiting for 
their potat to sprout, and 400 more will 
get their potatoes under ground this week. 
Then the vegetables will be planted, and, 
after that, the latest experiment of New 
York charities may be said to be fairly 
under way. 

There are four plots—one in Harlem and 
three on Long Island. The largest plot, 
near Long Island City, is the present scene 
of operations. To this, on last Thursday 
morning, journeyed the first contingent of 
East Siders under the personal charge of 
“General’’ Kjelgaard and his lieutenant. 
There were only twelve of them. Mr. Kjel- 
gaard was wise not to bring more. Twelve 
men were all that hé could manage. 

The potato patchefor the poor is no joke. 
It is a good thing. And if the East Siders 
push their spades half as hard as the As- 
sociation for the Improvement of the Con- 
dition of the Poor is pushing the scheme. 
it will be a greater success than Mayor 
Hazen S. Pingree's one and original potato 
patch in Detroit, which is about the only 
thing the scolding Mayor has that is push- 
ing him along these days. 

EIGHT DAYS AND AN UNCLE. 

In the center of the Long Island City plot 
is a small house and a barn. In the house 
lives Uncle, who belongs strictly to the 
old school of darkey. Don't forget Uncle, 
for he is going to play a stellar part in the 
future of the potato patch. Mr. Steinway 
gives Uncle, his wife and eight mongrel 
dogs, the use of the house for watching 
the land, though what there is about it that 
can be stolen no one can see—unless the 
frogs and rocks. 

The twelve were gathered in the barn in 
front of a huge pile of seed potatoes. Among 
them was a striking cloakmaker, a striking 
motorman, a little German baker, an Irish- 
man, a tall, dazed man, who constantly 
kept uttering words, and a boy of 18, with 
—— of a Bowery accent. Gen. 
Kjelgaard got in front of them and made 
an earnest little speech, in which he said 
so many times that even the dazed man 
seemed to understand it: 

“Every one of you get a fourth of an 
acre of land. It’s just as much yours all 
summer as if you owned it. We furnish 
you tools, seed, fertilizer—everything. All 
you have to do is work. And if you work 
hard several days during the summer you 
ought to have a crop worth $100, besides 
enough vegetables for your table at the 
end of the season. Now, I am going right 
down into my pocket and give the man 
that does the best a good present.“ 

“I’m going to win that present.“ put in 
the dazed man. I dont want to ‘discour- 
age you fellows. But I'm going to win it 
just the same, Thats settled.“ 
Now, everyone of you is to get three 
baskets full,” said the General, and we'll 
pee ‘em right out there, and then you'll 
ave to cut em.“ ö 

The young man with the — accent 
was detailed to carry’ them out. fter the 
third trip he set hu, basket down and 
sighed: 

“Hully, Gee! But dat's tough! Some 
you udder bBlokies try yer hand.“ 

The little German baker jumped prompt- 
ly into the breach and thought it lots of 
fun before he found out how ri, the 
basket was. In the meantime the Irish- 
man gave the dazed man to understand 
a thing or two. 

“Oi'd like t’ know how vez tink yez goin’ 
to win the proize, when it's yerself that 
don't know whether punkins grows on cress | 
or they be raised in hot-houses. Oi’ve 
farmed it out ig Hackensack, Oi have, an’ 
it’s meself that'll be gettin’ the proize.”’ 

But I'm goin’ to win, and that’s all there 
is to it,.“ rejoined the dazed man. “I've got 
my eye dead set on it.“ 

“How can yez, when yez’ ignorant?“ 
I'm going to Win that prize. I’ve got 
my eye dead set on it,” said the dased 
man. It's easy as rolling off a log.“ 

Then the Irishman, who was the one man 
of them all who knew anything about 
farming, went to Gen. Kjelgaard and tried 
his hand at wire-pulling. He wanted a 
plot down at the further end of the piece 
where the soil was much better. He didn’t 


get it. ; 

FIRST CALL TO ARMS. 
After twelve piles of three baskets each 
had been parceled out, the General gathered 
his troops around him once more and, pick- 
ing up a potato, dexterously slashed it into 
pieces. 
“You want to leave an eye in each piece 
and as much of the flesh with each eye 
as possible, so that there will be food for 
the root.“ | 

“An what's the eye got to do with it?’ 
asked the dazed man. 

“The eye is the germ. The plant grows 
out of it.“

Then the trouble began. The General 
had to show every one over again about 
a dozen times. They asked as many ques- 
tions as children. Scientific farming was 
an ane to these men, who had never 
handled a spade. They could not under- 
stand that there possibly could be so much 
in preparing a seed potato for planting. 
The dazed man tried to cut as fast as the 
General himself had done with very bad 
results, but no amount of reproof would 
make him give up the idea that he was 
going to win that prize sure. But all were 
willing and docile, for the most part, even 
if the little German baker and the Irish- 
man who had worked at farming in Hack- 
ensack, came near to b 8. 

NO “DOOD” FARMING FOR UNCLRE. 

After everything was finally running 
nicely the General went over to the man 
who was harrowing the field and showed 
him how he was doing a-very unscientific 
piece of work, and how he would have to 
go over the field again before it would be 
acceptable. Uncle, who had been watch- 
ing the proceedings with a knowing grin, 


now seized his opportunity.

SANITARY OFFICE REPORT. 


Comparative Statistics 
Compiled by Ghief Francis. 

The annual report of Chief Health Officer 
Francis gives some interesting statistics 
on small pox, diphtheria, and typhoid fever, 
with a history of their origin and causes. 

Diphtheria with a continually growing 
population shows a steady decrease in cases 

and deaths. In 1886 there were 2,826 cases 
and 719 deaths; 1887, 3,108 cases, 927 deaths; 
1888— cases, 563 deaths; 1889—1, 243 cases, 
345 deaths; 1 cases, ‘185 deaths; 1391— 
77l cases, 249 deaths; 1892—671 cases, 208 
deaths; cases, 242 deaths; 1894—751 
cases, 238 deaths. The decrease is attrib- 
uted to improved drainage, sanitary meas- 
ures and better house plumbing. 

But the most important feature of the sta- 
tistics is in the comparative table showing 
the relation between diphthert& and the 
existénce of dairies in thickly po! ulated dis- 
tricts. In the district south o e railroad 
tracts and east of Grand avenue, in the 
nine years there were 56,768 cases and -1,654 
deaths. The district contains 207 dairies. In 
the district between the railroad tracks and 
Wash street, east of Grand avenue, which 
is probably the most densely populated dis- 
trict in the city, there were only 1,58 cases 
and 487 deaths. The district has no dairies. 
In 4 territory north of Wash and east of 
Grand avenue, with thirty-two dairies, there 
were 3,761 cases and 1,171 deaths. The dis- 
trict west of Grand avenue is larger than 
all the rest of the city, but only contains a 
population of 85,000 people. There are 170 
dairies in the district, and there were 1,552 
cases of diphtheria and 476 deaths.

Another feature of the report is the sud- 
den rise in cases and deaths in 1892. The 
main causes of typhoid fever are bad drain- 
age and contaminated drinking water. In 
1892 there was a prolonged drouth, and the 
river was very low, and Gingrass and Har- 
lem Creek discharged a quantity of drain- 
age from dairies and other sources into 
the river above the water works. Gingrass 
Creek was filled up, a pumping station put 
in on Harlem Creek and the outflow dis- 
charged into the river below the water 
works, a system which has been maintained 
ever since.

SPRINGFIELD, IIL, April 20.—The House 
Committee to Visit Penal and Reformatory 
Institutions reports that the State Home for 
Juvenile Female Offenders, an institution 
created by an act of the last Legislature, 
and temporarily located at Chicago, costs 
$1,330 to maintain each of its eighteen in- 
mates. The report says that no girls have 


been reformed, and that the younger ones 
have grown worse by association with old 
offenders. The committee recommends that 
the institution be closed until & new law can 
be passed and the management thoroughly 
reorganized. 

The labor organizations are pushing the 
arbitration bill, and it may become a law 
this week. It provides for the appointment 
by the Governor of a State Board of Arbi- 
tration of three members, not more than 
two of whom shall belong to the same polii- 
cal rty. One is to be representative of 
employers, and another to be the represent- 
ative of some labor organization. Nither 
the employes or the employer may apply to 
this board for an investigation of disputes, 
and the decision of the board shall be bind- 
ing upon the party making the application 
for a period of six months, unless such party 
shall give sixty days’ notice not to be bound 
thereby. 

The Senate committee engaged in investi- 
gating the department stores of Chicago 
has asked that Frank H. Cooper of the firm 
of Siegel, Cooper & Co. be brought to the 
bar of the Senate and imprisoned for con- 
tempt for refusing to answer the questions 
propounded; but the Senate referred the 
matter to a committee, and will probably do 
nothing harmful to Mr. Cooper. 

Mr. Gibson yesterday introduced a resolu- 
tion in the House to investigate Cook Coun- 
ty Assessors for selling out to heavy prop- 
erty-owners. The resolution will likely be 
adopted. 

Vice-President Stevenson’s Building and 
Loan Association at Bloomington (the In- 
terstate) will probably not be subjected to 
rigid investigation. The House committee 
has referred the investigation resolution to 
a subcommittee of five, which has no power 
to summon witnesses or to compel the pro- 
duction of books and papers.

Russian authorities, now engaged in 

studying the situation will probably find it 
something that will discourage their at- 
tempt to develop the flour exporting busi- 
ness of Russia by governmental assistance. 
They will find that, while Russian wheat 
grain may hold a good position in the im- 
porting countries of Europe, Russian wheat 
flour will find it very difficult to get much 
of a hold in those countries. In England, 
for example, where single-milled wheat is 
never used, and where the national palate 
is satisfied only with rather rank flavors, 
the Russian millers will find the stronger 
United States flours in command.as a blend 
with the high-flavored milled in England. 
There they will be unable to oust American 
flour. They may offer cheaper flour, but, 
in a land where blending is general, they 
can not hope to push out the well known 
American flours by the cheaper and un- 
known Russian flours, which cannot “car- 
ry so much other inferior flours as the 
American flours can carry. 
While in England the Russian millers 
will find opposition on the score of quality. 
in France and Germany they are opposed 
by the agrarians, who are numerous enough 
to induce the Government to fix prohibitive 
tariffs to 4 home growers of cereals. 
Outside of England, France and Germany 
there are few markets which the Russian 
millers could cultivate profitably, even if 
they could offer flours equal in quality and 
inferior in cost to those already imported. 
The Czar of all the Russias will find that, 
autocrat as he is in his own realm, ® the 
outside world he falls from the Czar to 
the ordinary business man, privileged only 
as the most ordinary of his competitors 
is privileged. It is not easy to see where, 
when or how Russta is to succeed in ex- 
porting flour.—The Milling World.

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NEW YORK, April 20.—It was still large- 
ly a weather market and for a time it was 
full of snap, not only because of continued 
dry weather in Texas, but also because 
of an advance of 4 to 5 points in Liverpool, 
where the spot sales were very good for 
Saturday, being 12,000 bales, at an advance 
of 11-6. The dry goods trade made favor- 
able reports, the receipts at the ports and 
also at Houston were moderate and many 
local and other shorts took back their cot- 
ton. Besides, Liverpool was a pretty good 
buyer and the South bought to some ex- 
tent. Prices here accordingly advanced 10 
to 12 points, then came a reaction, due to 
the usual realizing, and the close was easy 
at a net advance for the day of 3 to 6 
points. The speculation was on a moderate 
scale. New Orleans advanced 11 points 
and then lost part of the rise. The con- 
tinent sent some selling orders. A Dallas 
dispatch said: “If we get rain by May 1, it 
will be all right. Good rains reported in 
Abilene County and elsewhere a few days 
ago.“ Other Texas dispatches say that if 
the dry weather continues a large oat crop 
will be killed and the land will be taken for 
cotton. 

A low barometer was reported in the 
West, just north of Texas, and may pos- 
sibly bring rain soon. Signa! Service Officer 
Dunn of this city was reported to have 
predicted a prolonged drought in Texas, but 
he denies having done so. The quantity 
brought into sight during the past week was 
69,068 bales, against 56,041 during same week 
last season. Total in sight is now 9,312,306, 
against 6,898,386 this time last year. The 
Chronicle states that takings by Northern 
spinners thus far this season are 1,930,107, 
against 1,295,194 thus far last season. It 
states that the -weather in the Sauth has 
been favorable if most sections during the 
week and thaf planting has made good 
progress in many districts; that dry weath- 
er has prevailed threughout Texas, delaying 
planting, and mefsture is claimed to be 
much needed; that elsewhere as a rule rain 
has fallen and has generally been of bene- 
fit.

COURAGE IS RETURNING. 


The Strength of the Stock Market 
Amazing to Wall Street 


Special to The Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, April 20.—No very decided 
change is to be reported in, the general busi- 
ness situation during the week. Specks of 
improvement continue to develop in various 
sections and a more cheerful feeling exists 
everywhere. This is natural in view of the 
season and the general outlook, in which 


the chances are certainly at least evenly 
divided, with the preponderance, if there be 
any, on the side of further improvement. 
Every week that passes makes the crops 4 
little near harvesting, and if the tendencies 
of the grain and cotton markets continue 
in their present lines, very substantial rea- 
sons for a business recovery will be intro- 
duced. The advances in meat, hide, 
leather and shoe markets are all perfectly 
normal refiections of and reactions from 
one of the chief sources of last year’s de- 
pression, namely the short crops. Else- 
where it is not very easy to trace the 
‘causes of the improvement except through 
vague and partly sentimental reasons. Ihe 
country is exhibiting chiefly a return of 
courage and enterprise. It is generally be- 
lieved that good crops this year will result 
in a great business revival, which will con- 
tinue on lines not seen here in three years, 
The crops are the thing now. It might as 
well be added that business shows no signs 


of improvement that could not be obliter- 


ated by a crop failure. What would be the 
result of such a disaster now is unpleasant 
to contemplate. The strength of the stock 
market is simply amazing. It has advanced 
almost steadily since the first week in 
March. In the meantime it has had no re- 
action, and when it has ceased to advance 
it has simply become dull. 

In the general financial outlook little can 
be predicted without taki the crop into 
account. Money is easy and likely to become 
more plentiful. The state of this market 
gives a decided negative to the exaggerated 
reports of business improvement that one 
hears in the street. The Government’s 
finances are decidedly unsatisfactory and 
their situation has been aggravated by the 
practical defeat of the income tax. 

The Post says: Though virtually de- 
prived, through London’s early closing, of 
the support of foreign speculators, to-day’s 
security market ended the week with an- 
other demonstration of decided strength. 
As a whole, the market was less active, and 
in the coal stocks, Louisville and the in- 
dustrials, closing prices were either un- 
changed or fractionally lower. But in the 
grangers, a further upward impulse was 
plainly visible, and before the day was over, 
all of these securities scored a sharp ad- 
vance and touched the highest level of the 
week. The majority of this group of stocks 


reached in the last half-hour their best 


prices of the year. Renewed strength in 
the cotton market and another upward 
move in wheat had the usual influence on 
sentiment. 

If a bank statement could in these times 
any longer excite surprise, to-day’s would 
have done so. In the face of the week's 
heavy increase in speculation, outstanding 
loans actually decreased $301,700. On its 
face, this is certainly abnormal. In the bull 
week of May, 1890, the loan account in- 
creased $2,382,000. 

The $6,000,000 gain in money holdings, and 
a similar increase in net deposits, is at least 
partially explained by the more rapid flow 
of money to a center of active speculation 
and by the week's Treasury disbursements. 
One Very curious fact in the Treasury oper- 
ations has almost escaped current notice, 
The Federal gold reserve stands now at 

536. On March 16 it stood at $90,446,908. 
As the second of these balances was report- 
ed after the faulty book-keeping, which had 
swelled the balance to a total not justified 
by gold actually transferred, had been cor- 
rected, it follows that the gold reserve has 
within six weeks remained substantially 
unchanged. Yet something more than $3,- 
000,000 in gold has in this period been im- 
ported by the bond syndicate and lodged 
with the Assay Office. Nearly $13,000,000 in 
gold has been imported since February by 
the syndicate. All, or nearly all, of this 
sum lies idle at the Assay Office to-day, 
merely held on deposit for the bankers. The 
manner in which. this specie and the 318,000, 
000 more contracted for importation is at 
length to be transferred will certainly be in- 
teresting.

Caused by the Enormous Coverings 
of Pardridge and Others. 


LIVELY MARKET IN CHICAGO, 


Corn and Oats Both Have a Gain in 
Sympathy With the Rise in 
the Chief Grain. 


CHICAGO, III., April 20.—Enormous cov- 
ering by Pardridge and other shorts, sent 
wheat up at a dizzy gait again to-day.

Wheat opened with a surprising strength. 
The fact that Pardridge had covered but 
4,000,000 and 6,000,000 of shorts yesterday did 
not prevent people in the country from sit- 
ting up to send night messages to buy 
wheat at the opening this morning. The = 
appeared to be full of buying orders at the 
start, and, instead of sellers of May at 
53 1-8@l-4c, as at the close of yesterday's 
session, there were buyers from 68 1-2 to 
58 5-8c.

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Interesting Local Situation. 


The Revised Statutes of Missouri of 1889 
declare in sec, 7208, chap. 124: 

“Tt shall be unlawful for any pawnbroker 
to charge or receive more than two per cent 
per month for any loan made by him.” 
And in seo, 7210: 

“Any person violating any section of the 
provisions of this chapter shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon convic- 
tion shall pay a fine of not less than $080 nor 
more than $100.” ' 3 

Many pawnbrokers evade this law under 
the pretext of additiong) charges for extra 
care and insurance. Their tickets so read. 
The charge is there, however, and whether 
the osténsible dusting of a coat once a 
month is to the impoverished pledger worth 
the extra charge, or the placing of a trinket 
in a burglar-proof safe of sufficient ‘impor- 
tance to justify him in depriving himself of 
one or two meals each month, are open 
questions. 

In spite of the law also, the amount 
charged for the use of these wretched sums 


is not geverned strictly by the size of the 
loan. The pawnbroker knows only dollars 


‘when he is collecting, and though the ar- 


ticle pledged be for but 25 cents, the interest 
paid is computed not on that amount, but 
upon $1. The pawnbroker allows perhaps 
$1.8 on some article. Then if he is one of 
the less grasping, the interest charged is 
10 cents, or 6 per cent of $2; or if belonging 
to that class that sees in gary only a 
chance for gouging.“ it will be 20 cents, or 
10 per cent o ; always a percentage of the 
number of dollars next above the odd 
change. There is no pretense of complying 
with the law when it comes to small 
amounts. 

The pawn-brokers are reticent in regard to 
their charges. No idle questions are enter- 
tained. In the majority Of the establish- 
ments the inquirer will meet a n 
polite enough, but will be told as palitel 
that unless he intends to do business wit 
the concern the information cannot be 
given. At some of the places any undue 
curiosity will be received with harshness. 

A reporter of the Post-Dispatch who called 
at the pawn-broker shop of 8. Van Raalte 
was informed that in the absence of Mr. 
Van Raalte himself no information could be 
vouchsafed. After that he adopted other 
tactics. A pair of gold-rimmed spectacles 
proved of great assistance, and while it was 
a case of going it blind after that, the 
canvass of all the pawn-broker shops men- 
tioned in the City Directory was not without 
results. 

How much can I get on those?“ inquired 
the reporter at the establishment of B. 
Walker, 512 Pine street, producing the spec- 
tacles. 

The gentleman behind the glass showcase 
eyed the glasses. critically, then handed 
them back with the remark that spectacles 
were not accepted there as pledges. The re- 
porter breathed more freely. 

“If 1 have some other articles at home 
that may be acceptable,” he persisted, 
how much interest will you charge me?’

OLDEST RAILWAY 
CLERKS IN SERVICE. 


Long Lives Spent in the Employ 
of Big Corporations. 


When a railroad corporation gets hold 
of a cOmpetent and faithful subordinate, 
it advances him until the limit of his 
capacity is reached and then, usually, it 
retains him until his usefulness is en- 
tirely past. Only where he shows ca- 
pacity forthe highest service is his tenure 
insecure. . 

The celerity and accuracy demanded 
of the complex automati that make rec- 
ord of the vast transactions of a great 
railroad system is the best possible guar- 
antee of permanency in employment; and 
so it falls out that railroad men are the 
best established and most thoroughly 


contented of all classes of clerical exec- 
utives. Once they have learned to do 
something well, accurately and rapidly, 
there are few influences that can disturb 
them—no counting-room feuds, no tale- 
bearing, no frequent changes of petty 
officials. Their most valued quality is 
their thorouch acquaintance with a pre- 
scribed routine; and the 
whole service depends upon the smooth 
operation of its every ap il.

gent men have passed their entire lives 
as wage-earners in the employ of the 


holder of the same railroad properties; 


and in St. Louis, which has witnessed 
scores of changes in the supreme control 
of vast railroad properties, there are 
many men who have toiled on serenely 
below the line of financial turbulence, 
and who to-day are the only survivin 
witnesses to scenes that once command 
the breathless attention of the whole 
commercial world.

The trouble would lie in reaching a satisfac- 
tory basis among the various elements 
represented, and besides, the question in this 
country would have to be settled by legisla- 
tion after all.

“In case no international conference is 
held, do you expect the money question to 
be the sole issue in the next Presidential 
campaign?” 

“I do and for the reason, as already 
stated, that the people of this country are 
now determined to have that question set- 
tled by their own decision, if they are given 
opportunity to decide it. They have dis- 
covered that the gold standard means per-, 
petual debt; that the principal advocates of 
gold are the banking houses of the East, 
connected with, or rather, genuine branch- 
es of the great banking houses of Europe; 
that those great banking houses deal in 
money, buying Government bonds and 
stocks, securities, mortgages, and that, con- 
sequently, it is to their interest to make any 
nation with which they deal a debtor na- 
tion. They know, or should know, that the 
influence of those money merchants on leg- 
islation is powerful; that they have their 
grasp on the avenues of communication 
and information in this country; that men 
in public life are afraid to oppose this in- 
fluence, knowing, or believing, that it can 
effectually bar their advancement as pub- 
lic men; that this influence extends to 
bankers and merchants throughout the en- 
tire country, who are afraid to oppose the 
views of that fountain-head where centers 
the debt of the country, and which must 
be looked to for accommodation as regards 
the carrying of the debt caused-by the gold 
standard maintained for that purpose; and 
that this same influence in its wid d 
ramifications is used to intimidate the 
press and thereby still further delay the 
enlightenment of the people.“ 

“Is this a condition that can be changed 
by what may be called a peaceful revolution 
* revolution carried through by the bal-

es, it is, but it is also a condition that 
grows more unchangeable through such 
means the longer it is allowed to exist. The 
poorer a nation or an individual becomes, 
the more helpless is such nation or individ- 
ual, and the more danger of immediate, 
even though temporary disaster, following 
any conflict with that influence in whose 
power the nation or individual has fallen 
through debt. It’s mighty hard for a poor 
man or a poor nation in debt to be inde- 
pendent or self-reliant or assertive.“

RULE FOR ANALYZING THE MELO-

The writer recently discovered that all 
primitive melodies with which he is ac- 
quainted, including the Homeric peems 
and the Beowulf, are based on rhyming 
Staves closely resembling each other, and 
following the same laws of melody. Investi- 
gating further he found that all classical 
verse, wherever he could examine it, in 
Greek or Latin, is based on rhyme under 
the same law; and as the law applies in all 
languages with which he is familiar, he be- 
lieves that it applies at least to all of the 
Caucasian (Indo-Aryan, Indo-Teutonic) 
family. He therefore submits the following 
su tions of principle as likely to be of 
help to other and abler students:

Through the study of these primitive 
memory rhymesatruescience of mnemonics 
may be created; the time and lilt of the 
primitive Indo-Aryan languages can prob- 
ably be restored, their pronunciation can be 
determined with relative accuracy, the 
method of teaching them can be greatly 
simplified, and the melody of many old 
chants and hymns can doubtless be restored 
to the great advantage of music—espec- 
jally of such music as is most useful in 
primary education, religious or literary. 

In theabsence of text books, and because 
of the great c of manuscripts, in early 
times sacred texts were carefully com- 
mitted to memory after having been re- 
duced to measure or rhyme, so that when 
chanted they might be retained by all. This 
is mainly the secret of the preservation of 
such revered texts as those of Homer. The 
writer believes that in Greek the three ac- 
cents used in both prose and verse were 
originally intended to determine the rise 
and fall of the chanting voice rather than 
of the speaking voice, and the music of the 
early Christian chants can be in a measure 
if not adequately recovered from them, if 
they are interpreted as musical signs. 

The writer cannot speak from his own 
knowledge of Sanskrit, of any primitive 
Celtic or Slavonic language; but from what 
he knows from second-hand, he believes the 
principles here laid down will apply in the 
proverbs; the poems, the laws, the hymns, 
chronicles and all other literature of the 
primitive tribes of our Aryan people, and 
probably to all other people whose lan- 
guages have vowel terminations. 

It may be added that anyone who can 
read a line of Dante’s Inferno“ so as to 
bring out its melody, can read the “Iliad” 
or the Odyssey by exactly the same rule. 
Dante formed his verse on that of Virgil, 
as Virgil had formed his on that of Homer. 
The change in the Italian language since 
Dante wrote must be kept in mind.

FELIX LOVES THE VIQLIN. 


Master Weir, a Colored Boy, Who As- 
tonishes His Hearers, 


Director James Johnson of the Standard 
Musical College, icago, has among his 
violin pupils a little boy, Felix Weir, who is 
a musical prodigy, so remarkably gifted 
that experts declare that he is to become a 
master violinist. 

Felix is a beautiful child, II years old. He 
has a splendid head, a well-formed body and 
a pair of chubby legs. His eyes are large 
and brown and his hair is brown and wavy. 
His mouth is like a girl's and his cheeks are 
just dark enough to suggest the negro blood 
that courses through his veins. He is a 
Chicago boy, born at Dearborn street, 
and has lived here all his life. Less than 
a year ago he did not know a note of music. 
Now he is displaying such a versatile rich- 
ness of musical gifts and intelligent mas- 
tery of the violin that all who hear him 
pronounce him a phenomenon. 

When a News reporter called at the col- 
lege on Thirtieth street to-day, Pelix was 
rehearsing some of his old lessons before 
some ntlemen who had heard of him, 
and his teacher, Mr. Johnson. And after 
he had played from memory such pieces as 
“Lander,” by Garl Bohm; “Fantasie Pas- 
toral’’ and “Robert le Diable“ by Singlee, 
and Sweet Spirit, Hear My Prayer.“ by re- 
quest of one of the visitors, he was handed 
a newly published sheet of musie by one of 
the visiting gentlemen and asked if he eould 
play it. It was hard music, and Felix had 
never seen it before, but he played it at 
sight, and then, as if not satisfied with the 
performance, returned it to its owner, and, 
taking up his violin again, gave an abso- 
lutely pure and sympathetic rendering of 
the entire composition from memory, while 
his teacher played the accompaniment on 
the piano.

ST. LOUIS HOMES, 


Mr. Geo. D. Barnard’s Residence I3 One 
of the Handsomest. 


One of the handsomest residences in St. 
Louls is that of Mr: George D. Barnard 
in Vandeventer place, It was bullt in 1881 
and is Romanesque in style. It is 50 feet 
wide by 76 feet in length, built of red pressed 


brick and stone trimmings, 
The interior is fi mostly in hard 
woods. The rece n hall, one of the most 


imposing in the’ West, is 35 feet in length 
and 14 feet in width, with a circular bow at 
the southwest corner 16 feet in diameter.

The younger woman, the 
mother, had just spoken. esently they 
entered, and a shriek frightened the sister. 
Before she could catgh her in her arms, the 
woman in the widow's weeds had fallen ina 
swoon at her feet. Removing the veil from 
her face to give her air, another cry of de- 
spair pierce the air, and, with hands up- 
lifted, the mother of the child gazed on the 
prostrate form. 

The two women were mother and daugh- 
ter Upon her marriage with her second 
husband the daughter had become some- 
what estranged from her mother, and after 
graduating from school, had spent much of 
her time with relatives of her dead father.

This is as simple as the name itself. Elect 


resentatives who recognize the principle

In Missouri it will require a constitutional 


amendment, either establishing the policy 


of land value taxation generally or by con- 


ferring local option in taxation, permitting 


counties, as such, and municipalities, as 


such, to raise their revenues on any species 


of so-called property they mdy elect. This 
latter method is the best, as it is the line 


of least resistance. Such privileges would 
enable St. Louis city to vote for the exemp- 
tion of business and industry and the con- 


centration of taxes on the land according 


to its location value, and, while the amount 
to be raised would not be less than now, it 
would be drawn from an almost inethaust- 
ible fund which now goes to private indi- 
viduals whose numbers are infinitesimally 
small as compared to the whole population. 
The effect on St. Louis, if adopted, would 
be amazing. Business would thus be freed 
from the immense burden now weigning it, 
and the city would immediately become the 
Mecca of capitalists seeking locations for 
manufactories and business houses, and 
people from every quarter would flock hith- 
er. As a measure of self-defense Chicago 
and other large cities in competition with 
us would be compelled to adopt it at once, 
and from those places it would spread from 
State to State and to the nation itself, and 
its effects on the fortunes of England would 
begin to show themselves immediately. 
Whether St. Louis makes the break or 
not the day is drawing near when some- 
where and somehow a breach will result 
from the constant hammering everywhere 
going on, and when it does occur she will 
have to act quickly or lose her business 
— the prestige her central location gives 
er. 


Rent and Interest. 


A correspondent at Bartold, Mo., who 
signs himself Westerner,“ sends us a 
letter which we haven't the space to pub- 
lish, but he raises a point or two that de- 
serves attention. 

He says: Rent is interest—interest on 
money actually or supposedly invested in 
land.“ 

I attribute such illogical statements to 
ignorance of the meaning of terms, and it 
is in this respect that the people generally 
are weak. Justice can never be gained until 
the masses learn this, and study the a, b, c 
of political economy. 

Interest is compensation for the use of 
capital. 

Ex-Gov. David R. Francis recently bought 
a lot in this city for which he paid $40,000. 
It is reported he intends to hold this lot 
five years without expenditure of additional 
money, at the end of which time it will have 
increased to double the value it now has. 
Then the pressure of business against this 
site will be so great as to enable him to 
command $80,000 for the surrender of its 
possession to some one, we will say, who 
needs it for a manufacturing site, and 
without having turned a finger in the de- 
velopment of the city and its resources. We 
will call the purchaser E. How can the sum 
he pays David be interest when he has not 
had the use of D’s capital? A, who has 
sold to D, got that and is lost sight of. 
It will be said that E gets the use of the 
ground upon which D expended $40,000, but 
possession and use of the ground for a 
manufacturing site could be more easily se- 
cured to him if there were nowpecualtive 
land-grabbers to intervene. 

Rent“ is the monopoly value of certain 
defined areas on the earth’s surface and a 
few of the people are invested by law with 
the privilege of compelling the users of 
land to pay the equivalent in money of 
this value, either in a lump sum, as is the 
case when possession for all time is sur- 
rendered on purchase, or. in installments, 
as when possession if purchased for a 
stipulated time. This system amounts to 
the same thing as a private tax on capital 
and labor for engaging in useful industry, 
and public taxation falls on such industry 
after it ‘is undertaken, The single tax 
would publicly tax t ssessors of land 
according to the value Of the site possessed, 
whether used or not, and quit taxing in- 
dustry altogether. By this method industry 
would be encouraged and the holding of un- 
used lands for speculative purposes dis- 
couraged. 

The difference between rent and interest 
is readily seen when it is pointed out that, 
in sparsely settled regions, the value of 
land (rent) is little or nothing and interest 
high, while, in densely populated sections, 
where improvements are of a high order 
and industry thriving, interest on money is 
quite low and rent very high. 

The gentleman also thinks a tax on rent 
can be shifted. All political economists of 
note tell us such is not the case, but I 
cannot go into details.in this article, except 
to say that taxes on land according to value 
make land cheaper and more available for 
use, while taxes on goods and other prod- 
ucts of labor make them dearer and more 
expensive. L. P. C.

bling the Railroad Assessment. 


That the influence of railroads is 


this State is a fact well known to all 


Missourians. 

That the pressure of this influence is 
the greatest at those times when the 
Legislature of the State is in session for 
the purpose of enacting laws for the peo- 
ple of the State is equally well known. 

That is was this pressure, brought to 
bear by the great railroad lobby agents 
at Jefferson City, and acting upon Rep- 
resentatives and Senators under its con- 
trol, which nullified all good results pos- 
sible to the latest session of the State 
Legislature, is acknowledged by all good 
citizens of Missouri, from the Governor 
down. , 

That this successful exercise of the rail- 
road influence in Missouri politics is 
the one cause of the additional expense 
devolved upon the State by the necessity 
imposed upon Gov. Stone of calling an 
extra session of the Legislature is a 
fact for confirmation of which the Gov- 
ernor’s message convoking this extra ses- 
sion is sufficient proof. 

That this pressure of railroad influence 
is invariably brought to bear whenever 
legislation in the 82 interest threat- 
ens to conflict twith railroad interests 1s 
a fact receiving liberal illustration in 
the history of many bills which come

That it may de well, as a matter of 
self-interest, for raflroads 4 1 
in this State to refrain just at this junct- 
ure from too arbitrary and grasping ex- 
ercise.of their illegitimate power in Mis- 
souri at the expense of the people of the 
State. is a fact to which.the attention of 


the railroads themselves may well be called. 


The te Board of -‘Bqualization of the 
State Missouri has the duty and power of 
finally’ passing upon the valuation of all 
railrpad properties in the State. Upon their 
final assessment of these properties, rail- 
road interests pay taxes to the State Gov- 
ernment. 

The Railroad and Warehouse Commission- 
ers of the Staté of Missouri have the duty 
and wer of ap for the people of 
the State in all matters of conflict between 
railroad interests and public or private 
interests, and themselves constitute the 
court passing judgment in such cases. 

In the hands of these two tribunais rests 
the safety of the people. In the rightful ex- 
ercise of the powers vested in them lies the 
ability of the people to Successfully resist 
and evercome any tyrannical use of corpor- 
ate strength on the part of the railroad in- 
fluence. 


Under the stress of too much railroad in- 
terference with legislation at the State cap- 
ital, the people, through those boards vested 
with proper authority, may insist upon 
looking into the status of the railroads 
themselves, as they now do business in the 
State of Missouri, This might cause some 
embarrassment, as well as bring about a 
readjustment of certain matters in which 
at present the railroads seem to have the 
advantage. 

In the report for 1892 of the Board of 
Railroad and Warehouse Commissioners of 
Missouri appears the following: 

„In the opinion of the board, the cost 
of the railroad properties of Missouri may 
be fairly estimated at $45,000 per mile, as 
an average, including terminai properties, 
buildings and equipment. On this basis, the 
cost ot the raiiroads of Missouri for 1882 
would be 3288, 180,000. 

Yet in the report of the State Board of 
Equalization of the State of Missquri for 
1884, we find that the total assessed valua- 
tion of all railroads, bridges and telegraph 
lines in the State is placed at only 366,411.01. 
It is upon this latter assessment that taxes 
are paid into the State Treasury. 

And here is another interestifig compari- 
son of railroad statistics as affecting the 
interests of the State of Missouri: 

In the 1884 report of the State Board 
of Equalization of the State of Missouri, 
we find that the Missouri Pacific Railway 
system (including the Iron Mountain Road 
and all branches of either in the State) is 
given a total assessment of $13,933,544, with 
a total mileage in the State of 136% miles. 

Yet in Poor's Manual of Rallroads for 
1894 the same lines are given a total valua- 
tion in cost of equipment, rolling stock, 
etc., of $119,069,164.80, with a total mileage ot 
4987.27, which would be a cost per mile of 
about $23,872, and that, therefore, on this 
basis, the 1306% miles of these properties in 
Missouri would give a valuation of about 
$31,188,838, or just $17,206,293.05 in excess of the 
State valuation, upon which the railroad 
pays its taxes into the State Treasury. 

With the Board of Railroad and Ware- 
house Commissioners stating officially that 
„the cost of the railroad properties of Mis- 
souri may be fairly estimated at $45,000 per 
mile,“ the State Board of Equalization as- 
sesses the property of the Wabash Railroad 
in Missouri at only $16,680 and a fraction per 
mile, and it is on this latter assessment 
that the Wabash Railroad pays its taxes 
into the State Treasury: 

This comparison of figures, affecting only 
the Missouri Pacific, {ron Mountain and 
Wabash systems, is given merely to show 
the péculiar taxable standing of these roads 
at present as leading roads in the State. 
The list is not exhausted thereby; in the 
words of a popular topical song of the day, 
“there are others,“ but lack of space forbids 
their use in this article. The one great ques- 
Won arising, however, is that as to the 
manner in which the State Board of Equali- 
gation arrives at its conclusions regarding 
the just assessment of valuation of raii- 
road properties in the State, upon which 
taxes shail be paid, 

A striking object lesson on this point can 
be given by publishing here an extract from 
the official report of the State Board of 
Kqualization for 1894, The inevitable con- 
clusion reached after reading this report 
is that had a majority of that Board pos- 
sessed the convictions as to railroad prop- 
erty valuation shown by Gov. m. J. 
Stone and State Treasurer Lon V. Stephens 
the final result would not have been in 
such a marked contrast as is apparerit in the 
figures already given. It will also give some 
idea of the embarrassment that might arise 
for the railroads should the peopie resent 
railroad lobby influence on the Legislature 
to the extent of looking tere closely into 
the subject of railroad assessments.

He saw what 
might be made of the idea of running the 
people in and out while the performance 
was going on and he broached a plan to 
Keith, which was soon put into execution 
by this clever manager, who now stands 
at the father of continuous show houses. 

eith elaborated on the original plan, 
built beautiful palaces for his theaters 
and made a great deal of money. The 
scheme did not take well at first with other 
managers. Keith put in a show at Provi- 
dence, R. I., and one at Philadelphia after 
awhile, but New York did not get one until 
less than three years ago, when Proctor's 
Twenty-third Street Theater was trans- 
formed by Proctor and shortly thereafter 
Keith broke into the metropolis at the old 
Union Square. 


St. Louis was the next field invaded by the 
continuous show, which now has become an 
assured factor in the amusement field. 

Of course, there were continuous per- 
formances long before Keith started his 

lan, but they were of a different character. 

n some dime museums, for instance, the 
show goes on all the time, but the audience 
are dumped into the street every hour, a 
new crowd being allowed to come in. The 
present system allows one to enter and sit 
from 1 o’clock in the afternoon to II o’clock 
at night and eat his lunch there, if he so 
wishes. 

Some of the modern continuous houses 
have pretty much all variety, one turn 
after another. Others have variety in- 
terspersed with comic opera on a small 
scale. In St. Louis Col. Hopkins gives 
variety, interspersed with melodrama, and 
with a weekly change of bill. Between each 
act there are perhaps one, two or three 
specialties introduced. 


There are two classes of people who go to 
a continuous show. One class consists of 
those who are fond of the melodrama. They 
listen intently to everything which gocs on 
during the play and lapse into conversation

The work of the members of a continuous 
show stock company is a great deal harder 
than driving a street car or carrying a 
hod. If they had a continuous show act- 
ors’ union to order a strike, twelve hours 
work a day would surely satisfy them for a 
time, because they work considerably more 
than that on an average, and in St. Louls 
at least, seven days in the week. 

The cause of all this drudgery is the week- 
ly change of bill. It is no easy job to play 
a whole piece through twice every day, 
learn parts for the coming week in a new 
play and rehearse the coming play at the 
same time. An actor must be what they 
call an “awful quick study,“ or else it can- 
not be done. 


At Pope’s there are no prompters. 
„ou see, it's this way, explained Charley 
Burnham, the stage manager. “You give

them a prompter once and you're gone. 
No one will learn their parts then. I just 
turn them out on the stage now and if they 
get stuck why they have to flounder around 
and get out the best way they can.
